LONDON, Mar. 28—The world 


of modern literature today mourn- 
ed the death of Enoch Arnold Ben- 
nett, British novelist, who passed 
away at his residential totel in the 
heart of London. 


Although a veteran writer of 


prodigious literary output, he con- 
tinued to hold a leading 'part m 
modern literature. 
Only last fall, 


lie added another book to his long 
list of success by publishing "Im- 
perial Palace." 


Bennett was 64 years old. He be- 


lieved in work before pleasure, but 
participated extensively in Lon- 
don's social whirl and lived in oae 
of its ultra-modern apartment ho- 
tels. 


His list of books and plays is a 


long one, but critics almost unani- 
mously agree that "The Old Wives' 
Tales," and "Clayhanger* remain 
his greatest achievements. 


As a man of the middle class, he 


wrote about its peculiarities and 
activities. 
He was born at Shel- 


ton, in Staffordshire, in 1867. Af- 
ter attending university, he tried 
his band at law but found greater 
interest in journalistic activities. 
Within a few years he had produc- 
ed a number of short stories and 
books.

Micb^an authori- 
ties when Governor "Caulfield 
makes his decision inasmuch as 
Chicago, police are said to b|ve 
recommended that he be extradited 
to Michigan. 


The reputed killer of twenty 


men has made few assertions to 
Prosecutors Harry F. Ditchburne 
and-Walker Butler of Chicago, but 
one of these was that he would not | 
waive extradition to any state. 


Federal authorities at Toledo, O., 


where Burke is charged with rob-
